ropean arms program, the secre- 
tary pointed out that "throughout 
this struggle there has been in ex- 
istence behind the iron curtain the 
greatest peacetime combination of 
military forces the world has ever 
known." Then a bit later he said: 


"The fact is that the appeal of 


international communism is not, 
contrary to the seH-sorving asser- 
tions :ofv the Soviets, an appeal to 
the minds of men. International 
communism has made its gain in 
Europe not by an'intellectual or 
scfcit.1,!'?.! attractions, but-, by.xthe 
threat "that derives from the exist- 
ence of large forces, and the ruth- 
less application . of 
force where- 
ever this has been necessary 
to 


achieve its objectives." 


That strikes me as calling for a 


definition 
of 
"communism." 
As 


pointed out in previous columns, 
the original communism of gencra- 
'tions past was a beneficent ideolo- 
gy abolishing private property and 
establishing a social order in which 
it was one for all and all for one. 


However, by the beginning of 
this century communism had been 
split into two sections — the Bol- 
shevists, who were the majority, 
and the Menshovists, who were the 
minority. The Bolshevists, led by 
Lenin, adopted the doctrine of di- 
rect action. They held that the rule 
of the proletariat could only 
be 


achieved by actual revolution and 
bloodshed. This was exemplified in 
their successful revolution of 1917 
when the Czar was overthrown and 
"liquidated" with 
his 
immediate 
family. 


Since then the Bolshevists have 


been in power in 
Moscow, 
first 


under Lenin and for the past quar- 
ter century under Stalin. Direct ac- 
tion and strong arm methods have 
prevailed. That's what Mr. Ache- 
son refers to as "the ruthless ap- 
plication of force." 11 is one of the 
cardinal tenets of communism as 
practiced by the present Bolshevist 
regime.
